Tast three weeks of favorable weather 
A feature of the present season is that 
work has been uninterrupted through- 
out the west so far, At the present 
time farmers are actually ahead of last 
year, with conditions every bit as fav. 
orable, 

Wheat is well up and away to a 
good start, with oats and barley show. 
ing in many localities. Generally 
there is sufficient sub-soil moisture, 
but rain would be welcome in all dis- 
tricts, especially on freshly worked 
and seeded soil. Some localities have 
bad showers, but all-night rains are 
needed to stant everything well, 

Tractors are more common than for 
some years, and dry weather has made 
it possible for them to be used almost 
everywhere, 

Grass is in need of rain and live- 
gtock is showing improvement with 
new pastures, Although there has 
been considerable high winds through. 
owt, soil drifting has not been as com. 
mon as in previous years, 

Lack of rains and high winds In 
Alberta have dried out the surface 
#oil, with the result that in some dis- 
tricts germination is somewhat un- 
even, Recent rains, however, have 
relieved the situation somewhat. 
Light showers expezienced over the 
week end on a points on the 
Mdicine Hat subdivision, and ove. the 
€ntire Calgary division. 

Jn the Edmonton division heavy 
showers with some hail fell on yes- 
terday, with one or fwo hours rain 
frum. Wetaskiwin to Dayslanc, and 
light showers between Fdmontou and 
Red Deer, Heavy general rain is 
needed. All wheat is in the ground, 
and about 85 to 90 per cent of oats 
and Darley, Soll drifting has caused 
only slight damage 60 far. All last 
year’s threshing has bee completed, 
and increased prices have done much 
to counteract any logs from birds and 
rodents on crops left unthreshed dur- 
ing the winter, Farmers generally

The Toronto Globe says the depu- 
tation of vegetable growers which 
called on the Government some time 
aga to ask ,protection against ‘the 
dumping of United States products on 
the market got a sympathetic hearing 
from Premier King and his colleagues, 
and at the same time learned some 
thing of the difficulties which a Gov- 
ernment meets in attempting to handle 
such a problem. If vegetable and fruit 
producers and butter and egg men feel 
that they have a right to their market 
the consumers also think they are en- 
titled to buy commodities as cheaply 
as possible, and are not slow to im 
press this upon the Government, And, 
as the Premier pointed out, producers 
of other goods of which the vegetable 
growers and consumers consider that 
if one class is entitled to protection 
so are they, 

‘In connection with this appeal to 
Ottawa it is interesting to note that 
the United States Senate passed a 
resolution on April 17 requesting the 
Tariff Commission of that country “to 
investigate the cost of production of 
white or Irish potatoes in the United 
States and in the principal competing 
country and to report its findings to 
the President of the United States.” 
This is plainly aimed at Canada. The 
resolution, which was introduced by 
the Senator from Maine, stated that

OTTAWA—Within two years of the 
defeat of a government by reason of 
@ copdatitutional crisis brought on by 
a Governor-General, the federa! govern 
ment suffered its smallest majority io 
a vote this season by the same reason. 
In this case the Governor-General 
wanted the rehabilitation of the Gov- 
ernor-General’s residence in the Cita 
del at Quebec. A vote of $100,000 was 
passed last year for this purpose, 
largely on the plea that it was part of 


the ancient fortifications which should 


be preserved, 

When the Minister of Public Works, 
however, brought down a vote this 
year of no less than $150,000 additional 
the House immedidately protested. 
Active opposition developed to the 
yote, It turned out that $70,000 of 
the amount was for the furnishings 
and J, D, Chaplin, Conservative, moved 
that the $150,000 be reduced by $70,006 
After a keen argument in which the 
front benches were engaged, the 

ndment was defeated by only a 
majority of 11, If the Liberal-Pro- 
gressives had voted against the gov- 
ernment a defeat would have resulted, 

Expenditures Criticized 

The significance of the incident lay 
not so much in the protest against 
spending so much money on another 
bome for their excellencies but in the 
Prime Minister's admission that the 
Governor-General had expressed his 
desire on the subject. Hon R. B, Ben- 
nett then accused Mr, Mackenzie King 
of having introduced his Excellency’s 
name into the debate for the purpose 
of influencing the vote, a proceeding 
quite unconstitutional, Mr, King said 
the government accepted the respon- 
sibility for the expenditure and denied 
having used the Governor General's 
conversation with him for an ulterior 
motive,
